A 3-hour  television  documentary  film  on  tran- 
sexualism  will  be  presented  on  a national  network 
later  this  year,  narrated  by  the  well-known  Truman 
Capote,  one  of  America's  leading  writers.  He  will 
interview  a number  of  transexuals  and  professionals 
associated  in  the  treatment  and  counseling  field. 
Entitled,  “Second  Chance,"  the  film  is  one  of  a 
documentary  series,  “ON  LOCATION,"  produced  by 
Alan  Lansberg  Productions  for  Tomorrow  Entertain- 
ment, Inc. 

EEF  has  been  delighted  to  cooperate  with  Co- 
producer Robert  MacBride  in  the  research  prepara- 
tion of  the  documentary  which  will  be  filmed  in  the 
San  Francisco  area.  This  is  undoubtedly  the  most 
exciting  and  most  gratifying  forward  step  in  our  aim 
to  have  the  American  public  fully  understand  the 
problems  of  fellow  human  beings  with  a transexual 
condition  caused  by  no  fault  of  their  own. 

On  a recent  visit  with  Dr.  Harry  Benjamin,  taking 
flowers,  champagne  and  caviar  to  honor  his  88th 
birthday,  we  told  him  about  the  film  project.  He  was 
visibly  touched  and  said,  “There  is  one  desire  and 
hope  that  I have  had  for  a long  time  and  have  men- 
tioned it  to  no  one  before  this  . . . that  Truman 
Capote  would  someday  become  concerned  with  the 
transexual  problem!’’

More  than  120  professionals  attended  the  inter- 
disciplinary Symposium  on  Transexualism  held  at 
Stanford  University  Medical  Center,  February  2-4, 
1973,  the  most  intensive  gathering  of  medical  and 
related  expertise  ever  held  on  this  problem.  Repre- 
sentatives from  psychiatry,  urology,  gynecology,  re- 
constructive surgery,  endocrinology,  preventive  med- 
icine, microsurgery  and  biophysics,  general  practice, 
psychology,  law,  social  work,  business,  research  and 
paramedical  personnel,  gathered  from  23  states  and 
Australia,  Mexico,  Canada,  Morocco  and  the  Philip- 
pines, for  this  historic  meeting.

Panel  Discussions  were  headed  by  Dr.  Milton  Edg 
erton — Surgery;  Dr.  Richard  Green — Psychiatric  As- 
pects; Dr.  Norman  Fisk — Etiology;  Dr.  Ira  Dushoff — 
Rehabilitation;  Peter  Tamases — Legal  Aspects,  and 
Sandy  Jordan  (Seattle  Counseling  Service  for  Sexual 
Minorities) — Consumer  Report. 

Films,  slides  and  sketches  accompanied  some  of 
the  presentations  on  surgery,  evaluation  and  ther- 
apy, as  well  as  follow-up. 

Refinements  in  surgical  technique  providing 
greater  comfort  and  functional  ability  for  the  patient 
were  highlighted. 

Parental  dynamics  in  childhood  manifestations 
were  an  important  point  discussed  as  well  as  pre- 
and  postoperative  rehabilitation.  Total,  postoperative 
care  and  follow-up  was  felt  to  be  the  area  in  greatest 
need  of  concentrated  effort. 

We  wish  to  commend  Dr.  Donald  R.  Laub,  Chief, 
Division  of  Plastic  & Rehabilitation  Surgery,  Stan- 
ford, and  Dr.  Ira  M.  Dushoff,  Chief,  Gender  Identity 
Associates,  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  and  their  associates 
for  the  success  of  their  efforts  in  arranging  a most 
significant  meeting.  The  fruitful  results  of  the  ex- 
change of  ideas,  the  enlightenment  of  newly  con- 
cerned professionals  in  the  field,  the  fulfillment  of 
plans  discussed  for  new  channels  of  help  for  tran- 
sexuals— for  all  this  and  more,  we  wish  to  express 
our  own  deep  appreciation.

GENDER  DYSPHORIA  SYNDROME 

The  Stanford  Gender  Identity  Team  has  relegated 
the  term  “transexualism”  to  obsolescence,  reported 
Dr.  Norman  Fisk.  The  term  “Gender  Dysphoria  Syn- 
drome” has  been  formally  accepted  to  cover  the 
various  conditions  that  would  lead  to  an  evaluation 
for  surgery.  Discussing  the  history  of  the  Clinic,  Dr. 
Fisk  stated  that  the  use  of  this  term,  called  GDS  for 
short,  has  corrected  problems  incurred  by  the  arbi- 
trary label  of  transexualism. 

The  merit  of  the  term  was  recognized  by  many 
Symposium  participants — particularly  those  who  dis- 
like labeling  people  for  any  reason.  We  were  told 
that  patients  themselves  prefer  it. 

With  the  controversy  over  the  use  of  one  “s”  or 
two  in  “transexualism”  still  unresolved,  are  we  fac- 
ing a new  semantic  struggle?  However,  out  of  appre- 
ciation and  respect  for  the  Stanford  team’s  work, 
we  would  like  to  request  that  our  readers  mentally 
supply  “Gender  Dysphoria  Syndrome " following  the 
word  “transexualism”  wherever  it  appears  in  this 
Newsletter. 


STANFORD  SPOTLIGHTS 

. . . This  was  one  symposium  where  teachers 
proved  to  be  good  pupils  and  the  term  “interdiscipli- 
nary” really  went  into  high  gear.  At  the  conclusion 
of  the  meeting  someone  commented  that  the  sur- 
geons were  talking  about  psychiatric  evaluation  and 
rehabilitation  and  the  psychiatrists  were  talking 
about  flaps,  phalloplasty  and  prosthetics. 

. . . It  was  generally  agreed  that  only  10%  of  the 
individuals  who  go  through  evaluation  for  surgery 
eventually  achieve  it.  What  happens  to  the  other 
90%?  Their  need  for  counseling  and  rehabilitation  is 
great  and  Stanford  reported  on  their  endeavor  to 
include  this  90%  in  their  program. 

. . . One  participant  commented:  “The  Symposium 
started  as  an  assemblage  of  university  and  private 
teams  and  professional  individuals.  It  ended  as  a 
group  committed  to  the  idea  of  continuing  the  pro- 
cess of  self-education,  education  of  the  helping  pro- 
fessions, definition,  exploration  and  research.  . . . 
For  the  first  time  in  a major  conference  a significant 
amount  of  time  was  given  to  the  female  transexual. 
. . . Another  new  thing  was  an  increased  awareness 
on  the  part  of  the  surgeons  of  prenatal,  perinatal 
and  postnatal  influences  in  terms  of  etiology.” 

NATIONAL  SOCIETY  DISCUSSED 

The  framework  was  laid  for  the  establishment  of 
a national  society  to  facilitate  the  interdisciplinary 
dissemination  of  scientific  information  on  transexual- 
ism. A Task  Force  was  formed  of  a number  of  vol- 
unteers to  be  in  intercommunication  on  the  matter 
and  present  concrete  proposals  for  discussion  at 
the  next  interdisciplinary  symposium  on  transexual- 
ism. 

It  was  unanimously  agreed  that  this  symposium 
will  be  held  in  Jacksonville,  Florida,  hosted  by  the 
Gender  Identity  Association  of  Jacksonville,  in  the 
late  winter  of  1975. 

A PHILADELPHIA  FIRST 

An  all-day  EEF-sponsored  symposium  on  the  vari- 
ous aspects  of  transexalism  was  held  at  the  Marriott 
Motor  Hotel  on  January  9th.  The  panel  consisted  of 
EEF  Advisory  Board  members  Drs.  Anke  Ehrhardt 
and  Marie  Mehl  who  interviewed  two  post  operatives. 
Paul  Walker  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Gender  Identity 
Clinic,  and  June  Reinisch,  doctoral  candidate  at 
Columbia  University  Teachers  College,  were  discus- 
sants. 

Highlight  of  the  afternoon  session  was  a presen- 
tation of  slides  by  Robert  Granato,  M.D.,  followed  by 
discussion  of  the  sex  reassignment  operation. 

Actively  participating  in  the  symposium  discus- 
sions were  Truman  Capote  and  Robert  MacBride.  It 
was  their  first  EEF-guided  step  in  research  for  their 
television  production,  “Second  Chance.” 
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JOTTINGS  FROM  JOHNS  HOPKINS 

. . . Dr.  John  Money  delivered  the  Academic  Lec- 
ture to  the  Ontario  Psychiatric  Association,  Canada, 
in  January:  “Genes,  Hormones  and  Gender:  Phyletic 
and  Biographic  Origins  of  Gender  Identity.” 

. . . A full-page  interview  with  Dr.  Money,  “Bio- 
logical Imperatives”  appeared  in  TIME  Jan.  8th. 
This  article  as  well  as  his  new  book,  MAN  AND 
WOMAN,  BOY  AND  GIRL  (Money  and  Ehrhardt)  were 
discussed  with  him  on  the  Toronto  Norman  Perry 
Show. 

. . . Paul  A.  Walker,  doctoral  candidate  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Rochester,  N.Y.,  is  participating  in  the 
Johns  Hopkins  Gender  Identity  research  program  on 
transexualism  with  partial  support  of  an  EEF  grant. 

IN  NEW  YORK 

The  ninth  floor  amphitheatre  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  at  the  Columbia  Presbyter- 
ian Medical  Center  was  filled  to  overflowing  with 
medical  students  and  staff  at  the  February  28th 
medical  seminar  on  transexualism.  Prof.  John 
Kingsley  Latimer,  M.D.,  internationally  known  Chair- 
man of  the  Department  of  Urology,  presented  the 
subject  and  gave  the  explanatory  narration  during 
the  slides  and  the  film  of  the  male-to-female  sex 
reassignment  operation  produced  by  Dr.  Roberto 
Granato  of  New  York. 

Five  attractive  young  women,  postoperative  tran- 
sexuals, were  interviewed  by  Dr.  Lionel  Ovesey  in 
regard  to  their  personal  feelings  and  reactions,  fol- 
lowed by  discussion  and  his  presentation  of  the 
psychological  aspects  and  differential  diagnosis  of 
gender  identity  dysphoria. 

We  applaud  this  seminar  and  the  enthusiastic 
response  accorded  it  and  look  forward  to  similar 
programs  becoming  a part  of  all  medical  school  cur- 
ricula. 

Dr.  Granato,  who  has  been  training  resident  phy- 
sicians, will  present  his  material  at  forthcoming 
meetings  including  the  International  Society  of  Urol- 
ogy in  Amsterdam,  the  American  Urological  Associ- 
ation in  New  York,  the  American  Medical  Associa- 
tion and  American  Association  of  Reconstructive  & 
Plastic  Surgeons  annual  conferences.

ENCOURAGEMENT 

When  so  many  reports  are  received  concerning 
the  difficulties  with  jobs  when  the  required  pre- 
operative period  of  cross-dressing  is  started,  these 
are  cheering  tales  to  hear: 

While  working  as  a hospital  lab  technician  in  the 
anatomical  male  role,  J.  explained  her  transexual 
condition  to  the  department  head  who,  thankfully, 
was  as  understanding  as  her  co-workers.  As  she 
says,  “I  left  one  Friday  as  a young  man  and  returned 
on  Monday  as  a girl.”  She  was  given  a welcome 
party  by  her  co-workers.  Somewhat  apprehensive 
about  going  into  the  women’s  washroom  for  the  first 
time,  she  was  surprised  and  delighted  to  find  that 
it  had  been  especially  decorated  to  welcome  her! 
We  can  only  hope  that  this  expression  of  warm 
human  feeling  and  understanding  is  reflected  and 
widens  in  scope  elsewhere. 

In  another  city,  M.  had  fulfilled  her  pre-operative 
period  of  living  and  working  in  the  female  role,  with 
the  supportiveness  of  her  employers.  However,  the 
group  insurance  company  refused  coverage  for  the 
sex  reassignment  operation.  The  employers  can- 
celled their  connection  with  the  insurance  company 
and  shopped  around  for  a more  open-minded  com- 
pany which  would  agree  to  such  coverage.  One  was 
located  and  the  firm's  entire  group  insurance  was 
given  to  it.  Incidentally,  M.  was  promoted  to  become 
the  head  of  her  division,  supervising  the  work  of  40 
employees. 

NEW  EEF  PAMPHLET 

COUNSELING  THE  TRANSEXUAL— Five  Conver- 
sations with  Professionals  in  Transexual  Therapy. 

This  important  new  pamphlet  is  now  rolling  off  the 
press.  As  the  Preface  states:  “Many  members  of  the 
helping  professions — psychiatrists,  psychiatric  so- 
cial workers  and  nurses,  and  psychoanalysts — who 
are  now  meeting  with  transexuals  for  the  first  time, 
naturally  turn  toward  their  colleagues  who  are  ex- 
perienced in  this  field  so  that  they  may  learn  from 
them.  These  conversations  with  therapists  in  the 
above-mentioned  disciplines  were  undertaken  to 
serve  this  purpose.”

IN  PHILADELPHIA 

The  course  in  Human  Growth  and  Development 
for  freshman  medical  students  at  Temple  University 
School  of  Medicine  includes  a section  on  Human 
Sexuality  in  which  there  is  a 3-hour  session  on  tran- 
sexualism. EEF  pamphlets,  particularly  “Medical 
Management  of  the  Transexual,”  is  in  use  as  text 
material.  Virginia  T.  Keeney,  M.D.,  is  coordinator 
for  the  course;  Howard  Osofsky,  M.D.,  is  in  charge 
of  the  section  on  sexuality. 
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SCHOOL  NURSES 

The  North  Nassau  School  Nurses  Association’s 
recent  meeting  in  Albertson,  L.I.,  N.Y.,  featured  an 
EEF-sponsored  presentation  on  transexualism.  The 
enthusiastic  response  to  the  program,  particularly 
the  discussion  with  the  transexual  who  freely  dis- 
cussed her  experiences  and  problems,  indicated  the 
keen  interest  of  the  school  nurses.  Some  frankly  ad- 
mitted their  lack  of  understanding  and  information 
on  the  subject  before  the  presentation. 

In  view  of  the  key  position  of  school  nurses  in  the 
welfare  of  children,  this  pinpoints  the  fact  that  this 
is  a key  area  for  nurses  to  be  more  adequately 
enlightened  in  the  area  of  gender  identity  differen- 
tiation. 

SCHOOL  OF  NURSING 

UCLA  Medical  Center  School  of  Nursing  students 
and  staff  members  attended  a panel  discussion  on 
transexualism  in  February,  EEF-sponsored  with  the 
cooperation  of  Bonnie  Bullough,  R.N.,  Ph.D.  Chief 
speakers  were  Patrick  Gandy  of  Stanford,  and  an 
attractive  married  woman,  postoperative  for  many 
years. 

This  program,  as  the  one  in  Long  Island,  empha- 
sized in  the  minds  of  many  present,  the  need  for 
education  on  the  subject  in  the  nursing  field.  It  is 
hoped  that  professional  journal  material  on  transex- 
ualism will  be  forthcoming  in  the  not  too  distant 
future,  as  discussed  by  several  keenly  interested  fac- 
ulty members  there. 

NEW  COURSE 

Plans  are  under  way  in  the  New  York  Metropoli- 
tan Area  for  the  formation  of  group  classes  taught 
by  a well-known  professional  staff  for  individuals  who 
are  in  the  preoperative  period  before  sex  reassign- 
ment or  who  postoperatively  have  not  achieved  the 
adjustment  they  desire  in  their  new  role.  Instruction 
will  be  given  in  grooming,  wardrobe,  posture,  walk- 
ing, personality,  and  social  graces  and  etiquette.

ON  THE  VOICE 

A recent  communication  from  Sandra  Freeman, 
Ph.D.,  Chairman  of  the  Long  Island  University 
Speech  and  Theatre  Department,  and  Barbara  Clay- 
man,  speech  pathologist,  contains  the  following  help- 
ful information  for  male-to-female  transexuals  who 
are  concerned  with  vocal  image: 

1.  Listening  to  other  people’s  voices  will  show 
that  a large  percentage  are  not  overwhelmingly  male 
or  female. 

2.  When  a male-to-female  transexual  (MTS)  is  liv- 
ing in  the  feminine  role,  her  appearance  reinforces 
her  acceptance  as  a woman. 

3.  Listening  to  other  women’s  voices  in  compari- 
son with  one's  own  might  indicate  to  the  MTS  that 
her  voice  does  fall  within  the  range  of  women’s 
voices.  (Don’t  forget  Tallulah  Bankhead,  Lauren 
Bacall,  etc.,  with  their  deeply  resonant  voices.) 

4.  Diminishing  the  forcefulness,  volume  and  inten- 
sity of  one’s  voice  will  not  change  the  pitch,  but  will 
help  to  create  a more  feminine  reflection. 

5.  Since  MTSs  are  often  concerned  by  inappropri- 
ate telephone  responses,  it  is  suggested  that  they 
immediately  identify  themselves  with  their  feminine 
name — whether  calling  or  answering  the  phone — 
“Jane  Doe  here,’’  for  example. 

6.  Even  though  many  transexuals  have  succeeded 
in  changing  their  voices,  for  the  most  part  it  is  wise 
to  seek  professional  help.  Most  colleges  and  univer- 
sities have  speech  clinics,  as  well  as  many  hospitals. 
Medical  authorities  and  associations  know  of  speech 
therapists  in  private  practice  or  clinics.
